eters te obtain bark for the mere prive of the! 
labor of collecting it. During the presst year, 
our tanners have had to pay about $5 50 per 
word, while at the New York taunertes which 
are situated in the interior, it docs vot cost more 
than $2 60. Then the fanners in the Kast have 
an almost unlimited market for all that they 
can prodnce; leather being with them cari 
article. These are advantages against which the 
Western tanner has to contend. On the other 
hand, hides in the Nast are sold with the horns, 
hoofs, 4. which of course considerably incrense 
the weight; while here, they are sold clean — 
This ie an advantage equal to nn 
th in favor of our bayern 

Lange uss titles of hides are tanned here, aud
